Remarks 


Claims 1-16, 18, 19, and 21-23 were pending in the subject application. Claim 1 has been 
amended to incorporate limitations of claim 1 1 , which has been indicated in the Office Action to be 
allowable.

Applicants gratefully note the Examiner's indication that claims 1 1-13 and 23 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form, for which they hereby express their gratitude. Claim 1 is 
amended above to incorporate the limitations of claim 11. All other pending claims ultimately 
depend from claim 1 and should also be allowable. 

In view of the foregoing remarks and amendments to the claims, Applicants believe that the 
claims as currently pending are in condition for allowance, and such action is respectfully requested.
